While the war ran its course Torrance steadily
forged ahead . .. After the Armistice the city's
growth leaped again to a commanding position
and soon . . .

It’s about time we have a city here in fact as
well as a name . . . Why don't we incorporate,
elect a Mayor and have something to say about
our city affairs instead of leaving them up to
the county?

Torrance citizens welcomed the idea of forming
an incorporated city and this next step in civie
progress was accomplished May 16, 1921 . . .
only nine years after the first building arose.
Torrance granted the honor of being its first
mayor to a man who had struggled along with
the infant community ever since its founding...
George A. Proctor. The first city clerk was
Robert J. Deininger . . . Perry G. Briney, now
a San Pedro attorney, was the Initial city at-
torney. Other first officers were A. G. Pruitt,
city recorder; H. R. Postle, city engineer; Ben
Olsen, city marshal; Ben Hannebrink, fire chief;
Dr. J. S. Lancaster, health officer; Mrs. Isabel
Menderson, city librarian; William Gascoigne,
street superintendent and members of the coun-
cil were: Wallace H. Gilbert, R. R. Smith, Joseph
¥. Stone and J, M. Fitzhugh. To Gascoigne goes the
unusual distinction of being the veteran in city ser-
vice because he still holds the position of street su-
perintendent today. City Clerk A. H. Bartlett,
who was elected in April, 1922 . . . 13 months
after the city’s incorporation is next on the
roster of veteran public officlals. He Is now
serving his fifth term . . .

(FUNERAL MUSIC BACKGROUND)
(REVERENTLY) Just eight days after the town
he created became an incorporated city, Jared
Sidney Torrance passed away at his South Pas-
adena home—March 29, 1921, In addition to pro-
viding for his widow and relatives, his will in-
cluded generous bequests for many charitable
Institutions.

(FADES OUT)

Notable among his gifts was one of a hos-
pital in the city that bore his name. The
Institution, opened its doors May 9, 1925. It has
contributed much toward the health and happi-
ness of Torrance and surrounding communities
and is efficiently operated by the non-profit Tor-
rance Hospital association to which anyone may
belong. There was one ailment, however, which
was not cured in the Torrance Memorial hospital
but found relief at polling places on six different
oceasions . . . This was the city's growing
pains . . .
